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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 2/22/06 
has been entered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 12, 13 and 14 have been canceled. 

In claim 17, the word "halo" and the phrase ", including methyl, ethyl, i- 
propyl, i-butyl; and aryl" have been deleted. 
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In claim 19, the phrase "or aryl" has been deleted and the phrase --Ci. 8 
alkyl, alkenyl, or alkynyl substituted by aryl- has been inserted. 

1 02 Rejections Withdrawn 

The rejection of claim 1 1 under 35 USC 102(b), outlined in the Final Office 
Action, has been overcome by the entry of applicant's 12/19/05 amendment according 
to the RCE (2/22/06). The amendment narrows the claim such that it no longer reads 
on the cited prior art. 

Claim Objections Withdrawn 

The objection to claim 22, outlined in the Final Office Action, is withdrawn. The 
objection is now moot, vide infra. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant having overcome the outstanding 102 rejection, the search was 
therefore expanded as called for under current Office Markush practice, a compound- 
by-compound search. This resulted in all remaining species being searched and 
deemed free of the prior art. That being the case, claims 15-21 were rejoined, as their 
subject matter is a refinement of the set of compounds described in allowable 
independent claim 11. 

Claims 11 and 15-22 are allowed. 
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The closest prior art remains the prior of record. During the course of 
prosecution, applicant has narrowed the claims such that they no longer read on this 
cited art. The cited prior art neither teaches nor suggests the instant compounds. Nor 
would it have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to 
modify the compounds of the prior art in order to arrive at those of the instant invention. 
There is no motivation to do so. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
